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Every  facet  of  a  life  must  be  allowed  to  grow  in  order  for  that 
life  to  reach  its  fullest  potential.  The  balance  that  comes  with 
the  growth  of  all  the  individual  parts  enhances  the  effect  of  the 
whole  person  on  the  world  around  him.  Medical  School 
challenges  a  new  part  of  each  of  us.  We  must  expand  and  fill  a 
role  that  we  have  never  tried  before.  Somehow  we  find  a  place 
for  this  new  piece  in  our  lives.  This  growth  must  be  carefully 
nurtured  to  allow  us  to  offer  our  best  to  the  world  we  live  in;  to 
be  the  best  physicians  we  can  be. 
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The  transition  period  from  civilian  to  medical 
student  is  riddled  with  adjustments.  One 
adjustment  is  to  the  quantity  and  type  of  material 
presented.  It  is  necessary  to  develop  an  eye  for 
detail,  to  select  the  important  points  from  those 
which  are  clearly  off  the  wall  (not  that  you'll  find 
only  the  important  points  on  the  test,  mind  you!). 

New  patterns  of  reasoning  must  also  be 
developed.  Not  only  must  information  be  stored; 
that  information  must  be  recalled  and  assimilated 
in  a  manner  which  is  unique  to  each  clinical 
situation. 

We  must  also  learn  to  think  of  each  other  not  just 
as  classmates  but  as  colleagues,  and  to  accept  each 
other's  talents,  not  to  mention  peculiarities. 
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Medical  students  are  notorious  for  keeping  odd 
hours  and  for  never  being  where  they're  supposed 
to  be.  Example:  How  many  times  have  you 
answered  your  phone  and  heard  a  gasp  of 
amazement  and,  "I  can't  believe  you're  home!" 

The  schedules  which  grow  to  be  routine  to  most 
of  us  remain  baffling  to  our  families  and  friends. 
It's  often  hard  for  us  to  realize  how  long  it's  been 
since  we've  written  home. 

Those  of  us  on  the  wards  even  have  a  tough  time 
trying  to  keep  up  with  each  other.  But,  somehow, 
we  manage  to  find  time  for  a  telephone  call  now 
and  then  . . .  and  sometimes  even  a  party  or  two. 
Come  to  think  of  it,  some  of  us  make  more  parties 
than  phone  calls. 

But  anyways,  the  things  we  do  aside  from  school 
are  important,  too.  Somehow  we  make  room, 
squeeze  them  in,  and  somehow  they  keep  us  sane. 
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How  can  you  find  something  you  can't  describe? 
Can  you  make  one?  If  there  were  books  on  how-to, 
you  could  bet  your  collection  of  New  Wave  albums  a 
medical  student  would  have  highlighted  them  and 
produced  one  bright,  shining  niche,  complete  with 
golf  course. 

Do  you  shape  the  niche  to  fit  yourself?  Or  shape 
yourself  to  fit  the  niche? 

Your  niche  is  not  the  place  from  which  you  control 
the  world  —  you  can't. 

It  is  not  meant  to  isolate  you  from  others  —  rather 
to  enable  you  to  reach  out  and  be  taken  care  of. 

It  is  not  the  answer  to  "who  am  I?"  and  "why  am  I 
here?"  —  there  is  no  answer. 

It  is  not  defined  by  publicly  honored  achievements 
—  those  are,  at  best,  lies. 

It  is  not  meant  to  be  used  as  a  shelter  —  rather  as  a 
foundation. 

Your  niche  is  like  home  base  —  the  object  is  to 
return,  but  first  you  have  to  leave. 

Often  it  is  within  your  grasp,  the  winds  shift,  you 
begin  again. 

Don't  worry  about  finding  your  niche  —  it  will 
come  with  time. 
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Now  that  can  mean  a  lot  of  things.  When  we  were  kids,  it  meant 
cleaning  our  rooms.  Well,  we  still  have  to  clean  our  rooms. 
Somewhere  along  the  road,  however,  a  bunch  of  other  things  got 
added  to  the  list;  like  that  Path  test  coming  up,  or  trying  to  beat 
your  resident  to  the  ward  in  the  morning. 

But  responsibility  means  other  things  also.  Taking  care  of  your 
family,  being  a  friend,  and  meeting  your  own  needs  are  also  items 
on  the  list.  Responsibility  means  weighing  the  alternatives  and 
doing  what  you  know  is  right.  Even  if  it  stinks.  It  means  doing 
what  needs  to  be  done,  not  just  what  you  have  to  do.  And  when 
four  years  seem  like  a  long  time,  responsibility  means  sitting  down 
and  opening  the  books  once  again.
